CHICAGO, March 21.—Simultaneously 
with the return of Indictments today 
against the National Packing Co. and 
10 of its subsidiary companies, charg- 
ing violation of the anti-trust laws, 
United States District Attorney Sims 
also filed a bill in equity for dissolu- 
tion of the alleged trust. The bill 
names not only the National Packing 
Co., but the Armour, Swift and Morris 
individuals who 
dominate and control these concerns. 

The National Packing Co. is regarded 
not only as the holding company, but it 
is atcused of being the body executive 
head. of the Meat Trust which -has 
bapsted prices. Its acfivity has been 
widespread and to it is attributed the 
present high price of meat. 

It is apparent from the ‘bill and the 
indictments that the Government re- 
gards the National Packing Co. as the 
instrumentality through which the pack- 
ers have been evading the anti-trust 
law and by 4neans of which they have 
been making their combination effective. 

It is admittedly the opinion of the 
Department of Justice and the grand 
jury, which, at Judge Landis’ direction, 
have been investigating the Theat in- 
dustry for the last two months, that if 


tthe National Packing Co. is. broken up 


the alleged evils of this combination 
will be remedied. 

At any rate, the present attack of the 
Government is focused on the National 
Packing Co. as the nucleus of the so- 
called meat combination. ;

Disbands Creecy’s Gam- 
bling Squad. 


Following the abolition of the gam-, 
bling squad and the’ police moral cen- 
sor, it was learned Monday that the 
object of Chief ~mith’s raid upon five 
resorts Saturday night was not only for 


the purpose of uncovering conditions 
which flourished under Chief Creecy’s 
adtoinistration, but aiso to learn, if 
possible, whether any bribes have been 
paid for protection by the keepers of 
the houses. 

None of the score of women arrest- 
ed was taken to police headquarters 
for examination, however. All were 
sent to the Dayton Street Police Sta- 
tion and were released on bond to ap- 
pear for trial in police court. 

Acting Chief Gillaspy on Sunday or- 
dered the disbanding of the gambling 
squad, composed of Detective Peter 
Wells and Special Officers White and 
Stevenson, and the transfer of Detec- 
tive Frank La Barge, the departtment’s 
moral censor, from the staff of the 
Chief of Police to — of the Chief of 
Detectives. 

When the friction seliniag Chief of 
Police Creecy and Chief of Detectives 
Smith became so pronounced two yéars 
ago that the police heads could no 
onger even. pretend to be working in 
harmony Chief Creecy ordered the 
gambling squad tO work directly from 
his office. This cut them off from the 
jurisdiction of Chief Smith and the de- 
tective bureau from then on paid no 
attention to gambling o:r questionable 
resorts. 

Saturday night Cl -¢ Smith and sev- 
eral detectives raided five hdéuses on 
Leonard avenue, between Lucas and 
Washington avenues, and as a result 
Chief Gilaspy called La Barge, the 
moral. censor, ‘‘on the carpet.’’ 

Will Hold Captains Responsible. 
*La, Barge, in explaining how the re- 
sorts could have existed, said he was 
too well known to the women to be 
able to catch them violating the regu- 
lations of the department by using tele- 
phones in their houses and dispensing 
beer. 

‘Well, then, what good is a morality 
squad?” asked the Chief. 

La Barge was ordered to report to 
Chief Smith and*the captains of the 
various districts were told in plain 
language that hereafter ‘hey will be 
held responsible for the actions of wom- 
en in their balliwicks. 

Sunday afternoon the gambling squad 
handed Chief Gillaspy a written report 
about the arrest of an old tramp who 
had once served time in prison, on sus- 
picion. The prisoner. was deaf and 
nearly blind and he pleaded pitifully 
that he had been living honestly ever 
since he got out of the ‘penitentiary. 

Gambling Squad Shifted. 

‘Is'this all the work you fellows have 
Gone in the last 24 hours?’ asked Gil- 
laspy addressing Detective Wells, the 
head of the squad. “Is this man a gam- 
bler?’”” The later remark was in sar- 
casm. 

“Well, we ran into him while we were 
looking for gambling places,” said 
Wells. 

“Well, I don’t see the necessity of a 
gainbling squad,” said Gillaspy. “You 
officers report to Chief Smith hereafter 
and the captains of the districts can 
look after the gambling.”’

The railroad express companies doing 
business-in St. Louls served notice on 
the Missouri Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission at.the Southern Hotel Mon- 


day that ‘they will not extend their 
free delivery zones in North and South 
St. Louis. The commission intimated 


Tthat it would issue an order directing 


the companies to make free delivery 
to 4700 South Broadway and 5400 North 
Broadway. 

During the conference there was @ 
lively tilt between Attorney James L. 
Minnis, representing the express com- 
panies, and Commissioner John A. 
Knott. After Minnis had stated that 
the express companies would not consid- 
er any proposition looking toward the 
extension of the. free delivery zone, 
Commissioner Knott said' that the com- 
mission had called the conference in a 
spirit of compromise, hoping the express 
companies would agree to extend the 
zone without litigation. 

Minnis took offense at this suggestion 
and roundly denounced Knott and the 
commission. He declared the commis- 
sion was virtually a court, and not a 
party to the controversy. 


Resents Suggestion of Compromise. 
“f resent the suggestion that we com- 
promise this matter,’’ shouted Minnis, 
banging the table with his fist. “If that 
is the position the commission takes, 
then I challenge it to do its worst. 

“‘A judge on the bench who would sug- 
gest that a litigant compromise with 
his antagonist ought to be impeached 
and sent to jail.” 

Commissioner Knott (retorted that the 
commission was not a court, but an 
administrative body, and that in seek- 
ing to bring the express companies and 
business interests in North and Soutb 
St. Louis together in a satisfactory com- 
promise, # was merely doing its duty. 
'“T resent the insinuation that we are 
not treating this matter fairly,”” said 
Knott. “After going over the territory 
in North St. Louls and South St. Louis, 
and seeing for ourselves the conditions, 
I believe the people in those sections are 
being unfairly treated by the express 
companies. 

“The commission has no direct statu- 
tory power to compel the extension of 
the free delivery zone, but under other 
sectiong. of the law we have the power 
to compl the companies to treat all per- 
sons fairly and without discrimination. 
I thought it was best, if it could be 
done, for the express companies to come 
to some satisfactory understanding with 
the people in thickly populated territory 
where there is now no free delivery.” 

In his remarks to the Commission 
Minnis said that the investigation was 
the result of newspaper clamor. L. F. 
Padberg, representing the business in- 
terests of South St. Louis, and A. B. 
Galuber of Nurth St. Louis, defended 
the newspapers. 

“But for the newspapers,”’ said Pad- 
berg, ““we would. be siting here unable 
to do anything. We have shown this 
commission that in certain parts of 
South St. Louis where there is no. free 
delivery we have three times as many 
business houses as in territory where 
there is free delivery. We believe we 
have a right to free delivery, but we 
are willing to give and take, and we 
think the express companies ought to 
do the same. 


Can Show Businessz Houses. 
“If the express compa will send 


their representatives with me through 
South St. Louls I will show them the 
business houses. They can come down 
and count them.” ; 

Assistant Attorney General John M. 
Atkison stated that he had advised the 
commission to call for the conference: 
He declared the ¢ommission was trying 
to fairly and honestly do its duty along 
the line of its administrative powers. He 
said the previous investigation showed 
50,000 or 0,000 people in South St. Louis 
who had no free delivery, and he 
thought they are entitled to it. The 
same conditions exist in North St. 
Louis. 

“While there is no direct statutory 
power conferred on this commission to 
compel the express companies to exten4 
the free delivery zone,”’ said Atkinson, 
“yet the law provides that the express 
companies must serve the people with- 
out discrimination, If the express com- 
panies are serving people in the West 
End and refusing to serve people under 
similar conditions tn North and South 
St. Louls then they are violating the 
law by discriminating.” 

Aimed at National Co. 

Attorney Minnis declared the express 
companies could not extend the free 
service without a logs. on the business 
originating and delivered in the addi- 
tional territory. Atkingon challenged

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Lawyer Wants Courts to 
Take Matter Out of Hands 
of Police. 


HEALY NOT TO TELL 


For This Reason ,it Is- Not 
Likely That the Thieves 
Will be Punished. 


The Circuit Court may be asked to 
appoint a receiver for the St. Louis 
Police Relief Association, as a con- 
sequence of the distress into which 
six recently widowed wives of pa- 
trolmen have been thrown by the Po- 
lice Board's refusal to allow death 
benefits until after the investigation 
into the looting of the fund is com- 
pleted. 

A former policeman visited the office 
of an attorney Monday, in behalf of one 
of the widows, to see whether steps 
could not be taken to compel ‘the asso- 
ciation to pay its debt to her, which is 
$2000.. The lawyer who does not wish 
his name divulged for the present, an- 
swered that he believed the Circuit 
Court could order the association to pay 
the benefit. As a last resort, he said, 
a suit could be brought to place the 
associatigdn in a receivership. 

: Will Aet for Widows, 

The attorney sent out an agent Mon- 
day afternoon to see the widow in. whose 
half his visitor came. An attempt will 
also be made to persuade the other 
five windows to become co-plaintiffs in 
the suit. 

Some of the deaths date shortly be- 
fore the suspension of John M. Healy, 
indicted ex-secretary of the association, 
and the others occurred afterwards. The 
families of the dead policemen are said, 
in nearly evéry case, to be in need. 

When Healey’s shortage was ex- 
posed, the Police Board ordered that 
the association should suspend busi- 
ness, that no dues or assessments 
should be collected and that no bene- 
fits should be paid. The officers. of 
the association were forbidden to hold 
meetings. 

Two witnesses were summoned to ap- 
pear before the grand jury at 2 p. m. 
Friday, at the renewal of its investiga- 
tion into the Police Relief Association 
shortage. Assistant Circuit 
Rosskopf declined to makes their names 
public. 

Capt. Mansfield of the Newstead ave- 
nue District has prepared a report, to 
be forwarded Monday to Acting Chief 
of Police Gillaspy, containing the names 
of 10 policemen who belonged to the 


“grub squad”’ at the Buckingham Club. 


Wne of the epicurean bluecoats is said 
to be a sergeant. The names will not 
be made public until the report reaches 
Gillaspy. 

Col. John A. Laird president of the 
Police, Board held a long conference 
during the morning with Chief of De- 
tectives Smith while Commissioner 
Otto L. Teichmann was closeted with 
Gillaspy. Laird and Teichmann said 


‘that only routine police matters were 


under discussion. 

The arrival of Lieut. Thomas J. Mc- 
Cormack, president of the Relief \As- 
sociation, who was suspended with Chief 
Creecy, at the Four Courts Monday 
morning, ‘caused considerable specula- 
tion until it was learned lie was a. wit- 
ness in ‘a lid club case in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. After giving his 
testimony, he left the building at once. 

No evidence on which criminal pro- 
ceedings could be brought against any 
member of the executive committee of 
the Police Relief Association will be ad- 
duced in the 1000-page report of Asso- 
efate City Counselor Willlam E. Baird 
to the Police Board. 

The report, it is stated, will show de- 
linquency on the part of certain com- 
mitteemen in failing tp discover and 
check the looting of the fund. This evi- 
dence will be sufficient to cause several 
members of the committee to be ar- 
raigned on charges before the Police 
Board, and may possibly result in their 
dismissal from the department. 

To make a criminal action against 
them stick, in the opinion of lawyers 
intimate with the case, a confession by 
John M. Healy implicating his suspect- 
ed accomplices, would be positively nec- 
essary. Accordinig to Healy’s attorneys, 
no confession will be forthcoming from 
him. 

Creecy’s Trial Delayed. 

The absence of Col.. Laird from 
the city on a business trip to Mil- 
waukee, will cause another delay in 
the trial of Chief of Police Edmond 
P. Creecy, who is suspended under 
charges., Col. Laird leaves Monday 
right and will return Thursday morn- 
ing. He says that a special meet- 
ing of the board may be called Thurs- 
day afternoon to receive Baird's re- 
port, which is practically ready, but 
that the matter may be permitted to 
go over until the regular session of 
the commissioners Friday afterneon,

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President and Canadian Min- 
ster Hold Conference 
Without Results. - 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
"ALBANY, N. Y¥., March 21.—The ne- 


gotiations here over tne tariff, between. 


President Taft and Minister of Finance 
Fielding of Canada ended where they 
began. The only statement which the 
President would/authorize was: 

“The President and Mr. Fielding were 
in conference in respect to the tariff 
for several hours. No conclusion was 
reached, but the situation remains that 
of friendly negotiations.’’ 

The situation in a nutshell is this: 
Canada will not recede from her posi- 
tion. The United States will not back 
down, either, because of political rea- 
sons and the mandatory nature of the 
Payne tariff law: While it will be in- 
expedient politically for either the Gov- 
ernment of Canada or the Taft admin- 
istration to bring on a tariff war it 
will be emberrassing to either to back 
down. 

By March $1 Mr. Taft must decide 
the question. On that date the maxi- 
mum tariff rates go into effect auto- 
matically. Secretary Knox thinks the 
law will permit the President to with- 
draw the maximum rates after March 
$1 if the conditions are changed. 

A recommendation to Congress for a 
law which will permit the President 
to negotiate a reciprocity ‘treaty with 
Canada may come later, but it cannot 
be done now. The tariff bugaboo for- 
bids it. Any attempt to change the 
Payne law will open up the entire bill, 
cause interminable discussion, and on 
the eve of the campaign for the control 
of Congress, would contradict the words 
of’ President Taft that the Payne law 
is the best tariff bill ever passed, 

The President took pains in his speech 
Saturday night to emphasize the fact 
that Minister Fielding was to talk over 
the tariff with him, not Earl Grey, tne 
Dominion Governor-General. Earl Grey 
is the titular head but has no political 
powers.

CHICAGO POLICE PENSION FUND 
LOSES $56,000 IN INTEREST 


‘Graft Commission” Is Trying 
to Find What Becomes of 
Yearly Profits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, March 21—The Chicago 


police pension fund is being investigat- 
ed by the Merriam “Graft Commission” 
today. Startling conditions. have been 
exposed. 

Instead of about 96 widows and or- 
phans or old and sick policemen get- 
ting the annual interest of a yearly 
balance of some $400,000 or more, the 
investigators have learned that others 
get it—all the way from $8000 to $20,000 
a year, - 

Every year there is poured inte the 
police pension fund from the dog li- 
censes, saloon. licenses, levies on po- 
licemen’s salaries, and frem special po- 
lice duty about $400;000. ‘ 

There also is a permanent fund of 
about this amount. Sometimes it 
reaches a higher figure, but the mini- 
mum, acvording to reperts of the com- 
mission’s investigators, is no less chan 
$400,000. The agents of the commission 
have been unable te find that either the 
orphans or the city gets the money.

Nothing comes of this, however—but 
again suddenly, the homicidal young 
Kentuckian emerges upon the scene, 
and you are willing to bet that he will 
develop inte “‘the other ‘man,”” mainly 
for the purpose of holding Norman 
Marsh to a six-shooter reckoning for 
failing to appreciate the cricket. 

Again, worse luck, the “big situation” 
bell refuses to ring—the Blue Grass 
“killer” announcing, lamblike, that he 
has merely dropped in from Kentucky 
to take lunch with the young married 
couple in New Yerk and wish them all 
sorts of happiness. 

Whereupon, a little later, the cricket 
bids her love-cold husband a long and 
last farewell—and you feel that the 
teaching of the play will be that it’s 
wrong te marry a cricket unless one 
really loves crickets. 

But, even, then, just as Norman Marsh 
seats himself dejectedly at a table and 
rests his head upen his arms, the cricket 
returns—and the last curtain falls as he 
takes her in his embrace, presumably 
having ceased to be bored, although giv- 
ing not the slightest: proof of really lov- 
ing her. 

And there you are. 

One doés not remember ever having 
seen @ more meaningless or inconse- 
quential play. Mabel Taliaferro and her 
supporting company travel through it 
with a quite astonishing show of inter- 
est in theif work. But the audience is 
tired to the bone. Indeed, the burden 
of boredom placed on playgoers would 
have been a tragedy in itself but for 
the American sense of humor.

HERE is a noisy, jolly, sprightly 
assemblage of young men and 
women at the Olympic Theater 
this week that can stir the blood of the 
most prosy and sedate of humankind.

It makes 
your blood tingle, your pulse beat fast- 
er; it makes you think of the dear old

George Ade has “shet ‘The Fair Co- 
Ed’ to pieces’’ with the choicest of his 
clever lines and satirical flings without 
injecting any offensiveness or sugges- 
tiveness. The ideas and situations are 
not entirely new, but seasoned with the 
George Ade spice they have the brand 
of newness. 

The college professors, with beetling 
brows; the young ladies from north, 
south, east and west; the athletic 
youths, strong of lung and muscle; the 
young man who only wants a degree, 
and the intolerable. chap who thinks 
himself the “observed of all observers,”’ 
form the interesting group who enter- 
tain the fair co-ed—and the audience.

3 TAX REFORM. 

Now that the disturbance has subsided it may 
be well to note what has been accomplished by 
Assessor Brinkop’s assault on the personal tax- 
dodgers.. It is vain +o discuss Mr. Brinkop’s 
methods. He is the Assessor and has a right to 
resort to every legal device to force an honest 
listing of property.. The statement was made 
that 10,000 taxpayers had failed to make per- 
sonal returns. How is it possible to punish -10,- 
000 members of. the community for an artificial 
offense created by the law? If they are forced to 
make returns how can their statements be veri- 
fied. Experience everywhere and at all times 
proves that men dodge their taxes when they can 
and when compelled to make returns favor their 
own pocketbooks. 

Mr. Brinkop has gained -additional taxes, but 
there is no-.assurance that the gain will be per- 
manent. oe ae 

The chief result of the Brinkop effort is ad- 
ditional proof of the faultiness of our tax sys- 
tem. Any system which depends upon returns by 
the taxpayer must inevitably fail. It results in 


wholesale evasion of tdxes, in gross inequali-| 


‘ties and legal futilities. The honest are pen- 
alized and the State gains a minimum of re- 
sults with a maximum of effort. 

The tax system in this State is intolerable. It 
works gross injustice between localities and in- 
dividuals.. The reform of the system is one of 
the first duties of the people.”

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BATH HOUSE NO. 1, 

In the annual report of the Park Commissioner 
are found figures and facts strangely at variance 
with the views and opinions of the tenement 
house owners. To the Municipal Assembly they 
argued bravely that modern plumbing and bath 
tubs in tenement houses are extravagant and use- 
less accessories. The tenants will not use them 
for bathing purposes. 

Miss Charlotte Rumbold, secretary of the Pub- 
lic Recreation Commission, reports that Public 
Bath No. 1, on Tenth street, in the heart of the 
Ghetto, was used by 1568 persons on one day in 
July, by 74,358 persons in Junc, July and August 
and by nearly 150,000 persons in the year. That 
seems to be a considerable number of baths to 
be taken in a district whose pcople would use 
bath tubs to store potatoes in—if they had both 
tubs and potatoes. 

The average number of baths per day of 12 
hours at Bath House No. 1 was 449. One bath 
every 75 seconds in the Ghetto is a pretty fair 
average considering the claim that the people 
are not addicted to bathing.

Other statistics at Bath No. 1 tell of the sale 
of 47,589 cakes of soap and 52,179 rented towels. 
This is scandalous extravagance on the part of 
people who love dirt and. prefcr to abide in it. 

This astonishing Miss Rumbol? concludes her 
astonishing report by recommending more pub- 
lic baths. If the tenement house owners are con- 
sistent they will protest against being taxed for 
such purposes and recite their old arguments to 
prove. What the facts totally disprove. When the 
Municipal Assembly next considers a measure to 
make tenements clean, sanitary and habitable it 
should call in the iconoclastic Miss Rumbold to 
give the figures to offset the feverish fancies of 
the property owners whose creed includes not 
only a firm belief in original sin but in Jneradic- 
able dirt as the cause of it. :
